Gentlemen, | 
During the year 1902 there weres22 births, 158 

males and 154 females, giving a Win teccate of 26.8 per 1000 
per annum. 197 deaths were recorded, 101 males and 96 females 
giving a death-rate of 16.4 per 1000 per amum. 

One death ooourredin the Manchester Infirmary, 7 at 
Monsall, 7 at Knutsford and 3 at the Macclesfield Asylum. 

The 7 chief Zymotic diseases were fatal in 13 instances; 
7 deaths occurred from Scarlet Fever, 2 from Whooping-cough, 
2 from Diphtheria, 1 from Epidemte Diarrhoea and one from 
Measles, giving a Zymotic death rate of 1.0 per 1000 per 
annum — an unusually low one.

130 cases of Infectious diseases were reported: of these 
6 were Typhoid, 109 Scarlet Fever, 1 pyoemia, 10 Erysipélas 
and 4 Diphtheria 

Scarlet Fever. Theses cases were mild in character 
for the most part, and ccephd RE during the September 
and December quarters; and during the month of necember it 
was found to be necessary to close St. Anne's Schools, as 
many of the cases arose from personal contact amongst the 
children attending those schools. There were 11 cases in 
March quarter, 15 in June quarter, 45 in September quarter 
and 38 in December quarter. 46 cases were removed to Monsall
